Novel scrapbook at Museum 
on N.W.T. exhibition of 1895 | 


REGINA.—A novel newspaper scrapbook on the North 
West Territories exhibition held in Regina-in 1895 will soon 
be among the displays to be seen in the Provincial Museum 


of Natural History. Dr. Lewis 


Thomas, provincial Archivist, 


who received the scrapbook from the estate of the late Brig- 
adier General F. W. E. Burnham, formerly of Arrow Lakes, 


B.C., has announced. 


The exhibition, which Dr. 
Thomas says has not been dupli- 
cated since, except for the World 
Grain Show, was under the man- 
agement of Lieutenant Governor 
of the North West Territories, 
C. H. Mackintosh. The scrapbook 
was prepared in the governor's 
office by his secretary. 
Caledonian sports 

‘The scfapbobk contains news- 
paper clippings, advertising post- 
ers, an official souvenir program, 
and copies of ‘program for such 
events as’ exhibits, bicycle and 
horse races, Caledonian sports, 
polo tournaments, lacrosse, bull 
train and dog driving, trapshoot- 
ing, broncho breaking, football, 
and many other competitions. 

. The newspaper clippings were 
gleaned from papers throughout 
Alberta, Assiniboia,, and, Saskat- 
chewan, as well as from many 
American farm ‘journals. The 
scrapbook also contains a plan of 
. the exhibition grounds and illus- 
trations o fthe buildings. There 
was a two-storey main building, 
two :bandstands, a 1,200 seat 
grandstand, a platform, ‘“‘the 
fastest half-mile track in ,.Can-

Auto liability 
limits boosted

in Manitoba 
Announcement of a boost in 
policy limits on automobile insur- 
ance,‘ with no .extra cost to the 
buyer, ‘has been warmly received 
by the Manitoba government, ac- 
cording to Hon. Chas..L. Shuttle- 
worth, minister. of Public Utilities. 
Under new regulations announc- 
ed recently by board, insurance 
companies in Manitoba, Public 


liability limits are to be increased 
from $5,000 to $10,000 for one. per- 


son killed or injured. Similarly, |, 


liability limits for two or more 
persons killed or injured will. jump 
from $10,000 to $20,000. The 
change will go into effect July 1. 

“The increase fits in with legis- 
lation passed during the last ses- 
sion of the Manitoba government,” 
said Mr. Shuttleworth. “Under an 
amendment to the Insurance Act, 
doubled policy limits are mandat- 
ory as of July 1, 1956. With in- 
surance companies making the 
new limits available a year ahead 
of time, however, ‘car owners’ will 
not be obliged to change their pol- 
icies mid-term.” 

Mr. Shuttleworth said further 
that it is a source of satisfaction 
to the government that limits are 


Shaunavon area and reports are 
stilly” being sent to the agricul- 
tural representative for the dis- 
trict,” said Mr. McKenzie.

$40 Million cable 


project spans ocean 

NEWINGTON, N.H.—Workmen 
today are in the first phase of a 
$40,000,000 project to link North 
America and Britain with the 
world’s first trans-ocean telephone 
cable, states an Associated Press 
story. 

When..the project is compieted, 


expected in the summer of 1956, 


2,000: miles. of cablé will stretch 
from Newfoundland to Scotland 
under the Atlantic ocean, which 
in places is 214 miles deep. 

The cable will contain 36 conver- 
sation circuits, 30, from Anglo- 
American calls and :the rest, for 
calls -between Canada and Eng- 
land. That almost triples the pres- 
ent radio-telephone capacity, 


The.cable is expected to do away 


‘|with the poor connections, elec- 


trical disturbances and the voice 
fading experienced in the present 
radio-telephone circuits, 

The British cable-laying ship 
Monarch, with a crew of 130, ‘is 
loading its first consignment of 
tlie underwater link at the Simplex

Eileen, M. Crowther, Home De- 
signing Specialist with the Alberta 
Department of Agriculture, has 
the following suggestions to make. 
regarding FO aiscrderan} stains on 
wood floors: . 

To remove grease’ stains or spots 


: from wood floors, add one table- 


spoon of ammonia to two quarts 
of hot soapy water. | 

Remove iodine stains with wood 
alcohol or with a weak solution of 
household ammonia, 

Mercurochrome stains may be 
removed with a weak vinegar solu- 
tion, 


Paint stains may be removed ber, 


with turpentine, any regular clean- 
ing fluid or one of the prepara- 
tions made for the purpose. 

Marks on linoleum made from 
composition soles or heels may 
be removed by wiping with a cloth 
moistened with any kerosene or 
good cleaning fluid.

It can readily be seen why a 
lake supporting pike would nev- 
er do for trout. One hungry pike 
—and pike are always hungry— 
would make short work of a few 
thousand. fingerling trout. 

The most unusual feature of 


| the program is that the. biolo- 


gists want the anglers to clean 
the fish out of the lakes within 
about three years after they are 
stocked. Generally speaking, 
trout planted early in the spring 
reach fighting size and are ready 
to be caught by fall. 

The idea of fishing them out 
as soon ‘as possible is to prevent 
them from growing too big. Bi- 
ologists explain that a given 
area of water can support either 
a handful of.large fish or thou- 
sands of average-sized fish. This 
is a simple problem. in food con- 
sumption and supply. From the 
standpoint of the angler, a large 
number of ,average-sized fish is 
most desirable. 

Some lakes have produced 16- 
pounders. It is easy to under- | 
stand how a fish this size would 
eat a lion’s share of the natural 
food available, crowding out his 
smaller brothers and also eating 
any fingerlings used: for restock- | 
ing. -

.. RUST CONTROL. 
WHAT'S: IT WORTH? 

The staggering losses from rust 
in 1954 have emphasized the urgent 
need for intensified research oh the 
rust problem. What financial bene- 
fits. would the control of rust, bring 
to the farmers of Western Canada? 
This can best be illustrated by the 
tremendous toll that stem’ rust of 
wheat alone las taken im the 
Prairie Provinces since 1916, 

Concrete Evidence. For the 16 | 
years, 1916-28, 1930, 1935 and 1937, 

t is, before. Thatcher and other 
rust-resistant wheat varieties were 
grown on any extensive scale, the 
average annual loss in farm income 
in Western Canada from stem rust 


was $47,500,000. In 1916 alone the 


financial ‘loss ‘was ~ $234,000,000; 
while in 1930, and again in 1935, it 
was not less than $150,000 000. 
Race 15B of stem ‘rust-reduced farm 
income in the “rust area” of West- 
ern Canada in 1953 by $29,000,000. 
And then came 1954! Last year, 
stem rust and leaf rust. of wheat 
stole at, least $200,000,000 from the 
farmers of ‘Western Canada, 


It Can Happen Again. The rust 
tragedy of 1954 is not likely to be 
; Tepeated in 1955. However, let’s 
not bury our heads in the sand—it 
| can happen again!. The control of . 
' tust. is not a “hit or miss” 
osition. No, rust control can a 
be accomplished by- well-planned, 
continuous and co-ordinated. scien- 
tific effort (research). 

More Research Needed. The de- 
vastating rust epidemics of 1954 
point up the tragic need for con- 
centrated research on the rust prob- 
lem, and the intensification of all : 
control efforts. If, in the years 
ahead, sudden and disastrous rust: 
losses ‘ are to be prevented, the fight

Good year 
to accumulate 
feed reserve 


(By A. D. Smith, Experimental 
Station Lethbridge, Alta.) 


This is a good year for dry land 
farmers with livestock to accumu- 
late two or three years of feed 
reserves and allow overgrazed 
pastures to reseed and thicken out 
with good palatable grasses. 

The season is becoming late for 
seeding wheat in many areas of 
Alberta. Soil moisture reserves 
are high. The wild oat problem 
will be increased with the late 
moist spring. There is a large 
amount of wheat stored on the 
farms, but the supply of hay is 
low. Seeding a cereal hay will re- 
plenish the hay supply, combat 
weeds, and leave a‘protective cov- 
ering on the soil. It will also pro- 
vide a crop that can be harvested 
before the frost hazard period ar- 
rives. 

In tests at the Whitla and Aca- 
dia Valley substations, in the 
southeast, spring rye proved to be 
a good cereal hay, while at the 
Pincher Creek substation in the 
southwest, oats cut for green feed 
or silage produced good forage and 
reduced the wild oat population. 

Permanent grass pastures will 
benefit by a rest period during the 
summer months, 
period. can be accomplished by 
utilizing cover crop for pasture. 

At the Claresholm and Pincher 
Creek substations, oats are con- 
sidered the best cereal ¢over crop. 
About five to six weeks after 
seeding oats at one bushel per 
acre, the cover crop is ready for 
pasturing. 

At the Pincher Creek substation, 
a good crop of rye seed was har- 
vsted from fall rye’ which was 
pastured: in the fall and early 
spring. 

There is a good supply of wheat 
on the farms, but good pastures 
and hay ‘are in short supply. 
Therefore, the, farmer with live- 
stock should’ consider building up 
his pastures and hay ‘supplies.
